isking away an errant strand of blonde 
hair from her forehead, Bouchard, dressed 
in a crisp green chet’s jacket, recalled her 


childhood working along with her sister and brothers 
at her father’s business, The Raceway Restaurant in 
Thompson. For the Hoenig family, the restaurant 
and the Thompson Speedway were the center of an 
operation that now 
spans four generations. 
Heidi is clearly proud 

of her family’s success 
and the hard work 

on which it was built 
and which sustains it. 
Even the name for her 
own restaurant comes 
from the family. Her 
grandmother, Elizabeth 
is the inspiration behind 
the restaurant located at 
85 Canal Street. 

“My grandmother, 
Elizabeth, was a 
passionate cook. She was a nurturing person and 
taught all of us many things. My sisters and [ are all 
good cooks, who love to eat well and entertain on a 
large scale. Our holiday meals are huge. Elizabeth was 
able to make excellent food out of nothing and out 
of the ingredients she grew on the farm or purchased 
nearby. I now live in her house and feel her presence in 
the restaurant all the time,” Heidi Bouchard said with a 
laugh. 

After earning a degree in business, Heidi returned 
to Thompson, later moving to Providence where she 
lived for twenty years. There she honed her skills as 
a designer and decorator, working with a high-end 
catering company west of Boston as head of style and 
design, staging large corporate events and private 
parties. When she returned to her grandmother’s 
house, she thought she would establish a catering 
business and sell prepared meals. She began searching 
for an appropriate place and was stymied by the lack 
of a spot in the center of Putnam. When she found 
the small, antique building on Canal Street, she knew 
she could unleash her personal vision and modify the 
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Eastern Connecticut’s premier 
family-owned garden centers.

: property to suit her taste”. Little did she know that it 

: would take her a year and a half to complete the job. 

: “I decided to renovate and alter the building myself. 
: My cousin, Cindy Sherman, worked with me. We built 

: the bar, wallpapered the bathroom, installed the floors 

: and stenciled them ourselves. We had a lot of fun. I 

: used objects I’ve been collecting for ages such as the 


tractor seats hung near the 
bar. We spray painted a 
quarter of a mile of barbed 
wire gold and wound it 
around the lamp shades 

in the center of the dining 
room. We made the curtains 
and the pillows. And best 
of all, it came out cute,” she 
said. 

Customers feel they are in 

a special place when they 
enter the building and their 
expectations are heightened 
by the menu, which is an 
expression of what Heidi 
Bouchard likes best. 

“I wanted to create restaurant with simple food 
that tastes great. I like excellent meatloaf and delicious 
mashed potatoes. I don’t want fancy food. I don’t want 
small portions. I don’t want 
food that is stacked on top of 
each other. To do simple food 
well. Everything has to be the 





very best we can source. I want 
my diners to take home what is 
left from dinner and think of me 
when they eat it for lunch the 
next day,” she said. 

Elizabeth’s Farmhouse was 
a success from the moment 
the doors opened. Customers 
line up outside or wait in the 
hall near the bar for a table. The menu, which features 
a broad selection from the popular Brussel sprout 
appetizer to specials such as, bronzino, a saltwater fish 
often served in Italy. Every item meets Bouchard’s 
rigorous standards for freshness. She uses as many

locally sourced items as possible, but when she needs 
to reach beyond the area, she buys from vendors she 
trusts. “Fussy” is how she describes her purchasing 
pattern. 

The interior of the restaurant is undergoing a 
seasonal update in both the décor and the menu. An 
adventurous cook, Bouchard, spends what little spare 
time she has reading cookbooks. The new menu will 
feature foods she enjoys and wants to share. She sews 
the pillow covers and makes other decorative items and 
built a long, raised herb garden along the outside of the 
kitchen to put fresh herbs within easy reach. 

Eighteen people make up the team at the 
restaurant. Many are relatives and old friends. On-line 
reviews often mention the warmth and engagement 
of the staff, who know many of the diners and are 
quick to welcome visitors to the area. Four chefs work 


: with Heidi in the kitchen. She knows how hard the 


restaurant business can be on the people who work in 
it and goes out of her way to make sure her staff live 
balanced lives.

Paddle Guides for exploring rivers and 
Ponds in eastern Connecticut 


Birding, fishing, canoeing and kayaking. Getting out on the water is one of the recreational 
features in northeast Connecticut. The places to do this are not a secret. Information is available 
in extensively researched published guides that supplement word of mouth. Enthusiasts familiar 

with local waters have compiled lists of the locations of boat launches and suggestions for 
paddles for skill levels ranging from novice to whitewater-experienced. Such local information 
supplements material available from Connecticut’s Department of Environmental Protection and 
the Army Corps of Engineers, and the Appalachian Mountain Club (AMC). With details about 
paddling the region’s peaceful ponds and flowing rivers so clearly spelled out, it’s easier than 
ever to match a venue with your skill level, the weather, and water conditions.

Quinebaug River National Recreation 
Water Trail offers 45 miles of paddling.

trees to their dives into the water to catch and eat fish. 
And, as a side note, “if you have ever wondered, “where 
the Canada geese go for the summer,” look around 
Hall’s Pond! 

Several paddle sites along the Quinebaug presented 
by Racine also appear in the TLGV Paddle Guide that 
focuses on the Quinebaug River Water Trail. This is 
actually a series of paddles of varying lengths and 
difficulty in sections between the dams and portages 
that punctuate the river’s flow. Both identify the public 
boat launches and discuss river paddles in Brooklyn, 
Danielson, and Canterbury, agreeing that because of 
the proximity of the Danielson Falls to the boat launch 
in Brooklyn’s Riverside Park, it is best to go upstream 
toward Rogers Dam, a distance of 4.4 miles. The Paddle 
Guide recommends this stretch as “a good place for 
novice travelers to enjoy the river.” The “islands and 
sand bars to explore” but these are challenges unless 
the upstream paddler stays to the left. However, it is 
worth comparing the two guides while considering this 
paddle. In contrast, Racine has experienced low water 
and has found that paddling against the current can be 
a challenge. The payoffs are the view of the dam on the 
downstream side and watching the birds and wildlife 
that thrive on the rich habitats along that stretch. 
Racine advises paddlers unfamiliar with an area to seek 
out a trail along the shoreline to explore new sections 
of water, looking out for rocks or a hurdle such as a 
downed tree before launching. 


The Quinebaug River can be viewed as segments 
ranging from stretches of a mile or two up to fifteen 
miles (Killingly to Canterbury), with some mid-length 
river segments (Holland Pond to East Brimfield 
Lake, 4.6 miles; Putnam to Pomfret, 6.5 miles, and 
Riverstide Park in Brooklyn upriver to Rogers Dam, 
4.8 miles). West Thompson Lake may be accessed 
alone or at the end of an 11.8 miles paddle from 
Dudley River Road in Southbridge. The river is 

not accessible for its full length. This is partly the 
result of its industrial past, when dams and ponds 
were built to power factories. Most of the factories 
are gone, as are many of the dams. There are, 
however, ten surviving dams or broken dams that 


are clearly indicated as danger points to be avoided. 


Along the paddles, however, there are many other 
interesting features from the industrial era. 


Each segment that can be paddled is described in 
detail. The information provided includes coordinates, 
driving directions, parking information and proximity 
to the launch, and whether there are restrooms. The 
description of Aspinook Pond in Canterbury at the 
end of the river trail exemplifies the observations that 
are made: “The still water of the Pond and the easy 
access make this an excellent place for novice paddlers 
to learn new skills safely. The scenery is less dramatic 
than upriver, but you may see everything from bald 
eagles and osprey to wood ducks, Canada geese and 
mergansers. You can paddle downriver on the pond 
almost 3 miles to Jewett City.” 

The Paddle Guides are an indication of the 
evolution of the mission of the Heritage Corridor and 
an opportunity to create its own niche. TLGV is charged 
with preserving the natural and cultural resources of the 
region. This region is already well served with museums 
doing historical and cultural work, (so TLGV programs 
events to bring these groups together to discuss 
shared issues). The forest preservation and land trust 
communities also function effectively in collaboration 
with Connecticut’s State Parks and CT Forest and Park 
Association. But the rivers beckoned as a key part of the 
area that was underserved. Water quality and related 
issues are overseen in the Thames River watershed by 
a working group the Thames River Basin Partnership 
(http://www.thamesriverbasinpartnership.org/). TLGV 
has also adopted water monitoring as part of its mission 
doing such work as bacteria counts at smaller boat 
launches. 

Paddling entered the picture as TLGV’s 
involvement in water issues developed. The Source to 
the Sea program in the summer of 2009 was initiated 
as a water quality awareness program over a nine-week 
period. Paddles from the headwaters of the Quinebaug 
(in Massachusetts), to the Shetucket were the 
northeast regional effort that linked with others on the 
Willimantic, Natchaug, Five Mile, and Shetucket rivers.

Homebrew Club holds monthly meetings. It is also 

a fitting setting for our interview because the club 
was founded by brewery owners Mike Teed and Cory 
Stiff.

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This June, I met five members of the Quiet Corner Homebrew Club (QCHBC) on 

the back patio of Black Pond Brews in downtown Danielson. Heather & Shane 

Merson, Shannon Jutras, John Herrmann, Josh Bourque and Jim Arpin joined me 
for an interview about their club. The space is a simple brick-paved venue with a 
couple of tables & chairs and a gas fire pit, shaded by a canopy. Black Pond Brews 
opened on the street level of Danielson Adventure Sports bike shop in 2012. At 
first, the brewery was a concrete, utilitarian affair with stainless steel equipment 
that allowed them to brew beer. Over the next two years, they built out the space to 
include a tasting room where they could sell growlers and eventually pints. They 
fancied up the joint with upcycled décor, like a bar made of reclaimed wood and old 
pallets, to offer a comfortable, friendly place to hang out and enjoy their craft beer. 





: What’s not immediately clear is why this hobby is so 

: fascinating, even addicting. After an hour of talking to 

: them, I think that part of the attraction is magic. You 

: never really know exactly how a batch is going to turn 

: out. Brewers do their part in assembling the ingredients 
: and maintaining the right conditions, but the yeast does 
: all the work. It’s a fermentation collaboration. 


Shannon Jutras has been on the QCHBC board 


: for two years, serving as vice president in 2017 and
